Despite major cutbacks in die Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department, Mayor 
Alan Lambert has established a new 
department at City Hall. 

The Department of Public Safety 
will manage the Romulus Police De¬ 
partment and the city’s fire depart¬ 
ment Appointed to become die new 
department’s director. Chief Charles 
Kirby of the Romulus PD. Kirby wall 
remain as Chief of Police, however, 
he will not oversee die day-to-day op¬ 
erations of the department. That job 
will fall to Sgt. Gerald Champagne, 
who will be promoted to Deputy 
Chief. A position newly established 
to permit Kirby to operate in his new 
capacity.

mulus PD for 7 years, appointed by 
Mayor Oakley, came to Romulus 
from Ypsilanti Township. He has 33 
years of law enforcement experience. 
Mayor Lambert in an earlier article 
explaining his executive retirement 
package believed diat officers with 25 
years of service were burned out and

ready for retirement, Kirby at 33 years 
is ready to continue serving the com¬ 
munity in his new position. 

Lambert hopes to open additional 
fire stations in the city. He plans to 
look at die hotel district, believing that 
T1FA money could be used to build a 
station there. Cuts in the police de¬ 
partment, according to Lambert and 
Kirby, will supply funds needed to 
provide additional staffing to man the 
new stations. Chief critics of die plan, 
including a local judge, believe that 
cutting officers from the department is 
a mistake. '1 can’t see how they are 
thinking,” said Judge Brian Oakley. 
“Our officers are busy overseeing the 
safety of the community, cutting diem 
and hiring additional firefighters who 
may not be used doesn’t make sense.” 

Oakley who serves as a 34th Dis¬ 
trict Judge has the opportunity to 
work with the officers on a daily basis 
as cases being investigated by die Ro¬ 
mulus PD come before him. 

As new Public Safety Director, 
Kirby will work with Lambert and the 
city council to bring new fire services 
to the residents. He will be in chaige 
of all operations concerning both po¬ 
lice and fire services. His salary as the 
new director will be $ 12,000 more 
than he currently makes as Chief of 
Police. Upon requesting his current 
salary, diis paper was directed to die 
personnel department to gain that in¬ 
formation. When we receive it, we 
will post an update. 

Kirby will serve in die new posi¬ 
tion until die Mayor directs otherwise. 
Department heads also serve at the di¬ 
rection of the council under current 
city charter ordinances. Kirby plans 
to act upon the Mayor’s instructions 
to implement a mixed full time/paid 
on call fire service for the Romulus 
Community. “I plan on maintaining 
effective and efficient quality police 
service to the community. Improve¬ 
ments will continue as we move for¬ 
ward,” said Kirby.

He believes strongly that by par¬ 
ticipating in civic activities, one can 
get a sense of the community. He 
has served on Van Buren Township 
Water and Sewer Commission for 
nine years. As an active member of 
such organizations as the Bellev ille 
Area Council for the Arts, Belleville 
Area Historical Society, Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, Citi¬ 
zens Helping Improve Public Safety, 
Huron Valley Conservation Associa¬ 
tion, Belleville Moose and Van Bu¬ 
ren Eagles, Parrott feels his commu¬ 
nity involvement has put me him 
touch with what justice means to the 
people of the 34th District and what 
they expect from their district court 
judges. “I can bring my history of 
community involvement and the en- 
eigy that takes to the bench with me. 
Also, since the 34th District Court al¬ 
ready has judges from Romulus and 
Huron Township, I can bring diversi¬ 
ty to the court by representing the 
viewpoint of the tri-community 
area,” he said. 

Parrott’s judicial philosophy fo¬ 
cuses on fairness, compassion and 
understanding. “All people appear¬ 
ing before a judge should be treated 
with respect. The district court han¬ 
dles minor offenses and more serious 
offenses are referred to circuit court. 
People make mistakes and one mis¬ 
take shouldn’t min your life. I be¬ 
lieve that we shouldn’t automatically 
be locking up people for the kinds of 
minor offenses that go to district 
court but that a district court judge 
should be exploring creative, effec¬ 
tive sentencing alternatives to keep 
people out of our already overcrowd¬ 
ed jails. On the other hand, if you 
don’t learn from your mistakes, you 
should expect to face the conse¬ 
quences, including jail time,” he 
said. Parrott believes the focus 
should be on learning and education, 
especially among young people. He 
would like to see more programs 
where the court reaches out to the 
schools and becomes more involved 
in teaching kids about the law and 
die role of the court.

Hudson bound over on felonious assault charges

Judge William Szlinis of die 34th 
District Court, found fact to bind over 
Dwight Hudson on assault with in¬ 
tent to do bodily harm, a felony pun¬ 
ishable by up to 20 years. 

Hudson, age 21, had been arrested 
by Sgt. Jeffrey Keefer of the Romu¬ 
lus Police Department after being 
identified by Romulus resident Silviu 
Majeri, age 57, as the man who as¬ 
saulted him on April 8. 

According to testimony, Hudson 
Lad used Majeri s yard as a way to- 
cut through to other areas of the 
neighborhood. Majeri told prosecu¬ 
tor Maria Petito that individuals pass¬ 
ing through had used his yard for 
months. His wife had told him on 
several occasions about trespassers. 
On die date in question, Majeri hap¬ 
pened to be at home when Hudson 
entered his yard to jump the fence. 

Approaching Hudson, Majeri 
asked him to leave the yard. Hudson 
refused. “I told him to turn around, 
and not go through my yard,” said 
Majeri. According to Majeri, Hud¬ 
son then told him he was not going to 
aim back, and he would continue to 
go through the yard as often as he 
wanted to.A verbal confrontation 
then took place, with both men 
yelling and swearing at each other. 
At one point, after Hudson threatened 
the man physically, Majeri consid¬ 
ered picking up a shovel that was 
leaning against his garage, but did not 
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“/ told him to turn 
around , and not go 
through my yard"

get an opportunity to do so before 
Hudson jumped the fence into the 
next yard. 

At that point, Majeri decided not 
tO' pursue Hudson, and. turned to go 
back into his house. Just as he passed 
the comer of his garage, he was hit in 
the back of the head. Turning around, 
he saw Hudson standing in the yard 
behind his home. He lost conscious¬ 
ness for a moment, and dropped to 
ground. His wife ran into the back 
yard trying to apply towels to stop the 
bleeding. Majeri was taken to the 
hospital where he received 14 stitch¬ 
es to close the wound. 

A witness for the prosecution, 
Mitch Sandusky, a friend of Dwight 
Hudson’s, offered testimony which 
related a conversation he had with 
Dwight a few days after the alleged 
incident. Both men were present at 
the house of Edward Turner in Ro¬ 
mulus. “He said he got into an argu¬ 
ment jumping a fence, and he was 
joking about it,” said Sandusky. “He 
was making fun of the man, holding 
his head,” Sandusky testified. 

Petito questioned Sandusky on 


what Hudson had revealed about 
throwing an object to hit Majeri in 
the head, at which time he told the 
court that Hudson had said he saw 
the man's head split wide open and 
start to bleed. “He said I just hit the 
mother with a brick,” said Sandusky. 

Petito asked whether he had no¬ 
ticed any injuries on Hudson. San¬ 
dusky said he saw nothing to indicate 
an injury. 

Another witness, Imran Haq, who 
had earlier given a statement to 
Keefer on the incident, recanted that 
statement wfien subpoenaed by the 
court. The young man’s father had 
made a call to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office to tell them that 
he believed his son had been threat¬ 
ened by the defendant’s brother, and 
was told that if he testified he would 
be harmed in some way. Under 
threat of peijury charges, the young 
man refused to confirm an earlier 
witness statement. The earlier state¬ 
ment had been made to Keefer in the 
presence of the young man’s father. 
The prosecutor’s office may seek 
chaiges of peijury against the witness 
who recanted his testimony. 

Petito asked that Hudson be 
bound over on the charges as filed. 
Defense attorney Samuel Simon 
asked Szlinis to consider a misde¬ 
meanor charge due to self-defense. 
Szlinis denied defense request and 
bound Hudson over on charges as 
filed by the Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor’s office. He will stand trial in the 
Wayne County Courts. 


School board rolls back taxes 


The Romulus Board of Educa¬ 
tion kept a promise to Romulus citi¬ 
zens to lower the homestead tax by 
2 mills if the August 6th Wayne 
County Special Education Millage 
passed countywide. Since the 
County millage passed 171,574 to 
147,732, the Board of Education 


voted 7 - 0 at the August 12th 
Board meeting to lower the home¬ 
stead tax by 2 mills for the upcom¬ 
ing winter tax collection. 

Superintendent Joel R. Carr was 
pleased to be able to keep this 
promise. Carr explained that, “we 
are happy to return the previous ex¬ 


tra fees the district had to pay for 
special education center programs 
to our Romulus residents.” The 2 
mill reduction, when balanced 
against the 1.5 mill WCRESA in¬ 
crease, will save the average Romu¬ 
lus homeowner between $25 and 
$50 per year. 


Boy shoots himself after finding gun 

Tossed handgun nearly costs 5 year old his life

• A handgun tossed into the dump¬ 
ster at a Romulus apartment complex 
by Metro Airport nearly cost a 5 year 
old Romulus boy his life last Wednes¬ 
day. 

Living with liis family at the Sky 
Harbor Apartments on Streamway, 
the child, name withheld due to minor 
status, apparently went outside to play 
around 11:30 a.m. Wandering near 
dumpsters that are situated throughout 
the complex, the boy found a hand¬ 
gun that had been tossed into the 
garbage. 

After finding the gun, the boy took 
the gun inside the unit where he lived 
with his mother. Going upstairs, with 
his mother and uncle downstairs, cu¬ 
riosity got the better of the boy, and he 
began to play with tire gun. With tire 
weapon turned near his face, at some 
point the gun discharged. According 
to police and hospital reports, the bul¬ 
let entered just below the boy’s lip 
and exited behind his ear. glancing off 


of his jaw to miss his brain. 

Hearing the shot, the mother went 
upstairs to find her son lying on the 
floor bleeding profusely. Applying 
towels to his wounds, she rushed the 
child to Annapolis Hospital where he 
was then airlifted to fie University of 
Michigan. A neighbor, Twylet Frison 
drove fie mother and child to the hos¬ 
pital following the accident. “She’s 
very hurt and shocked, it is so sad,’ 
said Frison. 

Witnesses described the mother as 
being hysterical. “There was a lot of 
blood,” said one person who saw fie 
mother holding the towels over the 
child’s head to ay and stop fie bleed¬ 
ing. “They are all pretty upset over 
there.” Other neighbors told fie press 
about the mother’s devotion to the 
child and her snuggle to obtain an ed¬ 
ucation so she could move him from 
the complex. 

Listing the child in serious condi¬ 
tion, hospital authorities now have up¬ 
dated the boy’s condition to fair. 

Sgt. Jeffrey Keefer of the Romulus 
Police Department is investigating fie 


incident. Police are checking infor¬ 
mation and records to determine 
whether a suspect they were pursuing 
through die Sky Harbor complex on 
Tuesday evening could have tossed 
die gun. 

“When we were contacted about 
the incident, right away I’m telling 
myself fiat .this isn’t going to pretty. 
A five-year-old child that has been 
shot in fie face. I diought the worst, 
said Keefer. Keefer went to fie hos¬ 
pital to check on die status of fie child 
and get details from witnesses. Upon 
arriving he found the child being 
wheeled into trauma. “I was sincere¬ 
ly amazed diat it wasn’t worse, said 
Keefer. 

The child is die 24th youth to have 
been shot in die Detroit Metro area in 
die past year. A report by fie Detroit 
News indicates diat 10 other children 
in the same age range have been 
killed by gunshots.

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Metro Airport Authority a go 

Feds approve authority set up by the governor

A deal hammered out by Wayne 
County Executive Edward McNa¬ 
mara and Governor John Engler to 
appoint an authority to inn Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport has been ap¬ 
proved by the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration last Wednesday. 

The Feds have given the green 
light to the newly appointed authori¬ 
ty to begin their operations. Wayne 
Doran, authority chairman believes 
they will be up and operating within 
two weeks. 

Opposed by the Wayne County 
Commission, it is expected that an 
appeal to the National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board. 

The authority was put in place af¬ 
ter a two-year probe of airport con¬ 
tracting bidding processes. McNa¬ 
mara and Engler believe the authori¬ 


ty will be able to reduce cronyism, 
and allow the airport to be run in a 
more business like manner. The 
agreement between McNamara and 
Engler effectively ended the probe. 
Signed into law in March, the au¬ 
thority was established but has yet 
to operate due to lawsuits filed 
against McNamara, Engler and oth¬ 
er parties involved 

One day after the FAA gave the 
go ahead, the authority met at the 
Maniott Hotel at the airport to be¬ 
gin the process of management. 
However, the Wayne County Com¬ 
mission filed for an injunction with 
the Michigan Court of Appeals to 
keep the authority from taking over 
operations. In response, the authori¬ 
ty asked Engler for a hearing before 
the Michigan Supreme Court. 

The Wayne County Commission 
will get one appointment to the new 
authority, when and if lawsuits and 


injunctions are finally settled. Coun¬ 
ty Commissioner John Sullivan 
doesn't believe the county did a very 
good job of running the airport, but 
thinks the authority is a step back¬ 
ward rather than a solution. ‘This 
takes us back to the times of when 
an authority used to run the airports 
which was filled with problems and 
comiption. I do not think that it is a 
good thing to allow things to be run 
the way they were being run to take 
away the oversight of the Wayne 
County Commission which was find¬ 
ing problems and insisting on 
changes,” said Sullivan. 

On Thursday, Thomas 
Naughton, former Director of the 
Wayne County Department of Man¬ 
agement and Budget, was named 
the authority’s chief financial officer. 
Lester Robinson will be the Chief 
Executive Officer.

For many fleeing slavery 
during the 1850’s, the road to 
freedom was through Wayne. 

The Underground Railroad 
provided the passage for more 
than 40,000 to 50,000 slaves 
who reached Canada via 
Wayne and Detroit. 

The story goes that in 1850, 
thirty Negroes a day crossed 
the Detroit River to Ontario by 
the Underground Railroad. 

Mr. Marcus Swift, a Circuit 
Rider for the Methodist 
Church, was the driving force 
locally and Nankin for the un¬ 
derground railroad. Mr. Swift 
led the battle against slavery 
here and in the surrounding 
areas. 

In 1835, Mr. Swift refused 
ordination at the Methodist 
Episcopal Conference, even 
though he had fulfilled all re¬ 
quirements to becoming a 
church elder because, accord¬ 
ing to local history, the 
church’s elders asked that 
Swift discontinue his strong 
anti-slavery campaign. 

Mr. Swift refused and left 
the church to later join the 
Wesleyan Methodist group 
which opposed slavery. 

Mr. Swift’s home in the area 
of Ann Arbor Road and the 
Rouge River was set ablaze be¬ 
cause of his support to the Un¬ 
derground Railroad. Mr. Swift 
and his family were not at 
home at the time of the fire. 

Wayne’s underground rail¬ 
road station was set up at the 
northwest comer of Michigan 
Avenue and Venoy Road, in the 
home owned by Glode Chubb, 
a follower of Swift. 

There was a cave dug in the 
bank of the Rouge River with a

Who will replace Lentine? 


While Mayor A1 Haidous and 
members of the Wayne City Council 
ponder the question about whom 
they want to replace Councilwoman 
Josephine Lentine, Wayne voters on 
Tuesday definitely made it clear that 
they want Jennifer Granholm as 
their next governor of the State of 
Michigan 

Granholm defeated Congress¬ 
man Dave Bonior by 254 votes (929- 
675) and former Gov. James Blan¬ 
chard by 328 votes (929-601) to earn 
the Democratic Party’s nomination 
for the office. She also won a clear- 
cut decision statewide and will ad¬ 
vance to the general election sched¬ 
uled for Nov. 5 to face the Republican 
Party’s favorite son, Dick Posthu¬ 
mus, who received 485 votes locally. 
Posthumus serves as Lt. Governor in 
the Engler Administration 

There were no real surprises in 
the primary. What caught local vot¬ 
ers by surprise last week was the un¬ 


expected announcement by Lentine 
that she is resigning her council seat, 
setting up speculation on who the 
council will appoint, if anyone. 

City Clerk Mary Carney said on 
Tuesday that she has not received 
written conformation from Lentine, 
“but I expect I will before the next 
(council) meeting.” 

Mayor and council could revisit 
the field of candidates in the Novem¬ 
ber 6, 2001 city elections and pick a 
candidate from that field. Among 
the top vote receivers were Donald 
Hartford, Albert M. Damitio, and 
Kenneth Warfield. 

Council may opt to use the last 
election as criteria or they also may 
ask potential candidates to submit a 
brief biographical resume and inter¬ 
view them to find the next council 
member 

“It will be up to mayor and coun¬ 
cil to decide who they want, if any¬ 
one, to fill the vacancy,” said City 


Manager John Zech. ‘The appointee 
would serve until the city’s next reg¬ 
ularly scheduled election which is in 
2003.” 

Carney said that Tuesday’s pri¬ 
mary “went off without a hitch.” She 
said that the pre-primary publicity 
cautioning voters that “they couldn’t 
split their ticket” helped inform the 
voters that the election was a parti¬ 
san one. 

“The weather wasn’t a factor. It 
was near perfect. We had 25 percent 
of our registered voters vote, and for 
a primary that’s a pretty good 
turnout,” Carney added. 

In the major races, such as the U. 
S. Senate, Wayne voters liked incum¬ 
bent Carl Levin who received 1,929 
votes. Republican nominee Andrew 
Raczkowski had 464. 

In the redrawn Congressional 
District - Wayne is in the 11th Dis¬ 
trict, newcomer Kevin Kelley won 
the Democratic Party nomina¬ 


tion. Kelley received 1,697 votes. 
In Wayne, long-time lawmaker 
Thaddeus McCotter crushed op¬ 
ponent David C. Haggerty, 307 to 
188, and will meet Kelley in the 
general election. 

Although incumbent John C. 
Stewart lost to challenger 
Jonathon Grant by 13 votes in 
Wayne, 255-242, Stewart was the 
overwhelming choice district-wide 
of the Republican Party in the 
11th. He has a date to meet De¬ 
mocratic Party challenger Mark 
Blackwell, who received 1,517 
votes in Wayne. 

In the race for the Democratic 
Party’s nomination for the Wayne 
County Executive’s Office, Robert 
Ficano was the only candidate to 
receive four digit numbers in 
Wayne. He also defeated his two 
major opponents, Benny 
Napoleon and Ricardo Solomon, 
3-1, in the county-wide election.

Henry Ford helped to create 
Michigan Humane Society 


HISTORY 


The Westland branch of Michi¬ 
gan Humane Society branch has 
roots in Detroit 

Prominent Detroiters Frank 
Cody, Mrs. John Dodge, Herny Fbrd, 
Mr. and Mrs. Abner Lamed, Mrs. 
Henry Ledyard, Mrs. Edwin T. 
Lodge, and T. W. Palmer founded 
and served state animal protection 
organizations during the 19th and 
early 20th centuries. 

Thomas Witherall Palmer was 
the first President of the Michigan 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, founded in 1877. He 
served as President of the Society 
until his election to the U.S. Senate 
in 1883. 

The Michigan Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(MSPCA) was the first of its kind in 
Michigan and was the predecessor 


of today’s Michigan Humane Soci¬ 
ety. The MSPCA laid the foundation 
for the animal protection movement 
in Detroit. 

A second animal protection or¬ 
ganization was formed in Detroit in 
1912 by the women of the Twentieth 
Century Club. Mrs. Abner Lamed 
took the helm of the Animal Welfare 
Association and soon the AWA was 
well recognized for their work on be¬ 
half of animals. These two organiza¬ 
tions incorporated in 1925 to form 
the Michigan Humane Society. 

Frank Cody had a long associa¬ 
tion with public education in De¬ 
troit as well as the Michigan Hu¬ 
mane Society and he furthered the 
Michigan Humane Society Humane 
Education program begun in 1925 
by helping establish humane educa¬ 
tion in all Detroit Public Schools by 
1927. 

Henry Ford served as vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Society and assisted in 


the purchase of a new horse ambu¬ 
lance in 1935. 

Even more important than who 
these people were, was their vision 
for animal welfare in Detroit and 
Wayne County. 

In a 1935 interview about the 
work of the Michigan Humane Soci¬ 
ety, Mr. Abner Lamed is quoted as 
saying “All this is work that no civi¬ 
lized city can afford to be without.” 
He is also quoted as saying “There is 
a definite relationship between hu¬ 
man needs and humane needs.” 

This vision and dedication to this 
cause carries on in today’s Michigan 
Humane Society. Over 48,000 un¬ 
wanted, injured or homeless ani¬ 
mals pass through the doors of the 
Society’s shelters each year. The So¬ 
ciety is driven to develop innovative 
ways to place more animals in 
homes, alleviate animal suffering 
and to teach humane values for the 
benefit of all animals.

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Bureaucracy grows despite 
Lambert’s campaign promises 


Business is not usual with the 
Romulus Police Department. May¬ 
or Alan Lambert, elected nine 
months ago, and previously a Ro¬ 
mulus cop, is making waves as he 
attempts to create a fulltime fire 
department. 

Mayor Lambert, in a burst of cre¬ 
ativity, decided the best way to fi¬ 
nance a fire department would be 
to induce some of the oldtimers in 
the police department to retire. 
The City Council added further im¬ 
petus, by demanding the Mayor 
make cuts because as a majority 
they felt the police department had 
a payroll that was out-of-line. 

Taken at face value, the idea has 
merit. No one would argue that it is 
not time for Romulus to have full¬ 
time firefighters around the clock. 
And squeezing the police depart¬ 
ment for part of that budget proba¬ 
bly makes sense. But, somewhere 
along the line Mayor Lambert and 
his cronies have gotten offtrack. 

For instance, Mayor Lambert 
promised this writer and thou¬ 
sands of Romulus residents while 
campaigning that he would reduce 
the number of people at City Hall. 
He railed endlessly about former 
Mayor Oakley’s deputy mayor posi¬ 
tion. 

So what does Lambert do? Im¬ 
mediately he asks, and gets ap¬ 
proval for a Public Relations Direc¬ 
tor at $50,000 a year. Very few com¬ 
munities the size of Romulus have 
even parttime PR people, let alone 
a fulltime guy. And immediately he 
takes a cop away from police duties 


and makes 
him his 
personal 
assistant. 

Some 
claim he is 
deputy mayor. Others claim he is 
the Mayor’s driver. Whatever he is, 
it is not necessary. 

But now, the bureaucracy has ex¬ 
panded again. As Mayor Lambert 
announces many command officers 
must retire because after 25 years 
of service they are “burned out.” He 
has appointed Police Chief Kirby, a 
33-year veteran, to the position of 
Public Safety Director, giving him a 
nice fat $12,000 raise, and allowing 
him to oversee both the police and 
fire departments. 

In his place Gerald Champagne, 
on duty as a sergeant for a measly 
seven months is the new deputy 
chief and thus in charge of the po¬ 
lice department. Maybe his promo¬ 
tion was warranted, even though 
he leapfrogged others with much 
more experience, but we will never 
know because Kirby will not let us 
talk to him. 

We want to see a fulltime fire de¬ 
partment in Romulus. But more 
so, we do not feel residents want to 
see additional layers of bureaucra¬ 
cy added to create it. Some mem¬ 
bers of the police department are 
crying foul because favoritism ap¬ 
pears to be the Mayor’s favorite 
word. Maybe they are right, or 
maybe they are wrong, but if ap¬ 
pearances count for anything, the 
Mayor has a lot of explaining to do.

Don’t blame Engler for cuts 


Where's Pogo when we need 
him? 

Pogo, a political cartoon created 
in reaction to the McCarthy-era 
witch hunt against Reds, said, 
“We’ve seen the enemy and he’s us.” 

Fifty years later, we have the 
same enemy but lack Pogo’s ability 
to admit it. 

Take the latest witch hunt, the 
crusade against Gov. John Engler 
for trying to blackmail voters to re¬ 
ject three state referendums in the 
November election. 

The referendums would require 
binding arbitration for disputes 
with state workers; spend the 
state’s tobacco lawsuit settlement 
money on health and anti-smoking 
campaigns; and eliminate manda¬ 
tory sentences for drug crimes. 

Howevei; Engler claims passage 
of all the referendums could cost 
the state about $1 billion. To pres¬ 
sure voters to vote against the refer¬ 
endums, Engler cut $845 million in 
state-revenue-sharing payments to 
local governments. 

Talk about bullying. This blatant 
blackmail attempt would take away 
about $4 million from Westland and 
about $2 million from Canton. 


So a lynch mob was scheduled 
to descend on Lansing Tuesday at 
noon (after this article was written) 
and demand that the state House 
and Senate to pass Canton Rep. 
Bruce Patterson’s bill to override 
Engler’s cuts. 

“Every legislator, Republican or 
Democratic alike, should be out¬ 
raged at the Governor’s action,” 
said Democrat George Mans, a can¬ 
didate for state senate against Pat¬ 
terson in a district that runs from 
Canton south to Downriver. 

Why should anybody be out¬ 
raged by Engler’s power politics 
when voters urged him on for 12 
years? 

Back in 1994, Engler, using a tac¬ 
tic perfected by millage-hungry 
school boards, blackmailed voters 
into passing Proposition A, a consti¬ 
tutional amendment shifting a por¬ 
tion of state property taxes to sales 
taxes. 

Td get the votes, Engler threat¬ 
ened to increase the state’s income 
tax if Proposition A failed. 

Vote or else was Engler’s mes¬ 
sage. 

Rather than throw the black¬ 
mailer out of office, voters passed 



Proposition A, praised Engler, and 
reelected him with a huge majority. 

Blackmail us was the voter’s 
message, and Engler listened welL 
On issue after issue, he bullied state 
reps, state senators, and President 
Bush (according to an article in the 
New Yorker, Engler led the fight to 
weaken the president’s education 
reform bill so as not to embarrass 
Michigan’s failing public schools), 
and voters groveled and cheered.

P T. Bamum, the circus magnate 
and master showman is supposed 
to have said, “There’s a sucker bom 
every minute.” One wag added, 
“And two to take him.” Why must 
Michigan voters prove him right 
election after election? 

It seems all the politicians have 
to do is say we need more money 
and it’s for the schools, or the police, 
or the senior citizens or some other 
popular cause and the voters pass a 
tax increase. But what is the money 
really used for? 

First it was the lotteiy. Just pass 
it and there will be more money for 
the schools. But what it really did 
was free up money from the general 
fund for the politicians’ pet projects. 

Then there was Proposal A. More 
money for the schools and a reduc¬ 
tion in property taxes we were told. 
What really happened? A sales tax 
was substituted for property taxes 
(which is not tax deductible on 
one’s federal return as were property 
taxes), the state got a lock on school 
financing, and more money was 
fi'eed up from the general fund for 
politicians’ pet projects. 

In recent elections, local politi¬ 
cians have jumped on the bandwag¬ 
on. There has been a spate of special 



millage elections for; schools and po¬ 
lice and fire. Some are legitimate 
where the money is to pay off bonds 
used to pay for infrastructure, e.g. 
buildings and other capital improve¬ 
ments. But some are for operating 
expenses. 

The question that never seems to 
be asked is what are they going to 
do with the extra money that is 
freed up in the general fund that was 
going to the schools or police and 
fire, etc. 

Even if the measure that is 
passed by the voters requires the 
additional money to be spent for a 
specific purpose, and not all of the 
ballot proposals did that, what 
about the money that is freed up for 
other purposes. 

In Bloomfield TDwnship, a devel¬ 
oper mounted a campaign that de¬ 
feated a millage request that sup¬ 
posedly would have gone for ‘Public 
Safety” operating expenses. The 


question was raised as to how the 
extra money would be used. The de¬ 
veloper suspected the extra money 
would be used to fight his proposed 
development that has been the sub¬ 
ject of an annexation tug of war be¬ 
tween Pontiac and the township. 
Whether he was right or not, he cor¬ 
rectly identified that the city had 
made no binding commitment as to 
how the money would be spent. 

The millage lost by 547 votes, the 
first public safety millage to lose in 
that township in forty years. Now, 
city leaders are ciying foul saying the 
extra money they were asking had 
nothing to do with the dispute with 
the developer. 

The lesson to be learned here, for 
both the politicians and the voters is 
this. Not only should the ballot mea¬ 
sure make a binding commitment 
as to where the money will be spent. 
The politicians must explain what 
they will do with the general fund 
money being freed up that previous¬ 
ly went for the expenses to be cov¬ 
ered by the special millage. If they 
are not willing to do that, they de¬ 
serve to lose millage elections.

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

The amendment calls for the deletion of the current language: 

If the township denies the issuance of a license or denies the renew¬ 
al of a license or the .township revokes or suspends an exisiting 
license, the aggrieve party may appeal that decision pursuant to 
MCL 7.101. 

And replace it with the following: 

In any instance in which the Township denies the issuance of a 
license to an applicant to operate a sexually oriented business f the 
Township shall, within 30 business days of the approval/denial 
deadline established in Section 22-403(g) herein , proceed to a 
court of competent jurisdiction and institute a declaratory judg¬ 
ment action seeking to secure a declaratory ruling approving the 
Township's sexually oriented business licensure requirement 
under this ordinance. Not withstanding anything to the contrary 
contained herein , the applicant for an SOB license may, at any 
time , seek prompt judicial review of arty act or failure to act by the 
Township regarding an SOB license or application for the same. 

This Ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted by the 
Township Board of the Charter Township of Van Buren, County of 
Wayne, State of Michigan, at a special meeting called and held on 
12th day of August, 2002.

In a race that will draw a lot of at¬ 
tention between now and Novem¬ 
ber’s general election, two candi¬ 
dates for Judge of the 34th District 
Court have emerged from the Au¬ 
gust 6 primaries to face each other 
on the general ballot. 

David A. Glaab, an attorney from 
New Boston won last Tuesday's pri¬ 
mary receiving 3,455 votes. David

Jeffrey Jahr, 
a Van Buren Township trustee 
placed fourth with 1,547 votes, and 
George H. Chedmue placed 5th with 
232 votes. 

The 34th District Court is com¬ 
prised of voters from Romulus, Van 
Buren Township. Huron Township, 
Sumpter Township and the City of 
Belleville. Glaab and Parrott will be 
competing for a term of six years. 

After his primary victory, Glaab 
gave a lot of credit to his neighbors 
and friends.

The Southwest Michigan Rage 
proved to the previously “untouch¬ 
able” Twisters that they can be had. 
In fact, Rage almost pulled off the 
upset of the LakeShore Semi-Pro 
Football Conference season on Sat¬ 
urday when the came within a field 
goal of spoiling the Twisters’ perfect 
record. 

But the three-points weren’t 
there for the challengers as the 
Twisters came away in a cold sweat 
on a muggy and humid night with 
their fifth victory, 34-31. 

“Give them a lot of credit,” said 
Twister CEO Glenn Brothers. “They 
almost pulled it off. Hey, they are an 
excellent ball club and the truth is 
we’re fortunate to have won this 
one.” 

Brothers pointed out that ‘the 
Rage moved the ball up and down 
the field, almost at will, but when the 
chips were down, our kids came 
through with flying colors” 

Defensively, the Twisters were on 
the field most of the game as the 
Rage executed a total of 81 offensive 
plays for a game total of 532 yards. 
Twice in the final quarter of play, the 
Rage was deep inside the Twisters’ 
seven-yard line but failed to put the 
go-ahead points on the scoreboard. 

The Rage’s first attempt early in 
the final period was shut-down on a 
pass interception by outside line¬ 
backer Kevin Smith. The second 
threat was eliminated with just 58 
seconds remaining in the game on a 
blitz by linebacker Aaron Brothers 
which resulted in a Rage fumble that 
was recovered by linebacker Kam 
Watson. That clinched the game and 
the Twisters’ fifth consecutive victory 
oftheseasou 

Both Smith and Brothers, along 
with Chuck Lauber, Eric Thompson, 
Richardson Lacy and Shaun Black¬ 
mon teamed up for a total of 53 tack¬ 
les. 

“Without their exceptional perfor¬ 
mances, the outcome of this game 
would have had a different ending,” 
Brothers said. 

The Twisters’ offense was led by 


coaching staff due to the departure 
of former staff members Matt How- 
ton, who has moved over to his alma 
mater, Westland John Glenn, where 
he is on the staff of another coaching 
icon, Chuck Gordon. 

Carter’s son, Mark, who also was 
coaching the Zebras a year ago, has 
been offered a teaching position at 
Walled Lake Central where he also 
will be an assistant football coach. 

To fill the void, Carter has pro¬ 
moted two freshmen coaches - John 


Jaquan Wright who rushed for 119 
yards and one touchdown thanks to 
nine carries. Wright’s TD came on an 
electrifying 63-yard strike midway in¬ 
to the third quarter 

In addition, Wright also had a 43- 
yard touchdown run called back in 
the opening period on a controversial 
holding infraction. 

Jason Gibson followed with 56 
yards on 10 carries and one touch¬ 
down scored from three-yards out. 
Both Wright and Gibson are averag¬ 
ing better than 8.0 yards per at¬ 
tempt. 

One of the most dramatic plays of 
the game was Charles Fountain’s 82- 
yard kickoff return for a touchdown 
early in the second period. Fountain 
also was denied a second TD when a 
61-yard TD run after an interception 
was nullified also due to a holding in¬ 
fraction. 

Tight end Anthony Leighton led 
the receiving corps with three catch¬ 
es for 38 yards which produced three 
first downs. Donti Hamilton also was 
on the receiving end of a 13-yard TD 
pass in the third period. 

In total, the Twisters executed 47 
plays that produced 254 yards and 
four touchdowns. 

The Rage and the Twisters are in 
the North Division of the LakeShore 
Conference and each team boasts 
60-plus players on their individual 
rosters. 

“They definitely have some out¬ 
standing athletes on that team,” said 
Brothers later. “These two teams 
dominated the Northern Division of 
the NSFL for the past two seasons 
but have yet to capture the league 
championship,” Brothers pointed 
out. The championship is owned by 
the powerful Central Ohio Lions, 
who are currently undefeated in their 
first four starts. 

Brothers said he believes that 
there will be a swing in the pendu¬ 
lum this season, and either the 
Twisters or the Rage will inherit the 
throne from the reigning Columbus, 
Ohio squad 

Twister Coach Willie Brown 
agreed with Brothers’ assessment of

A natural leader with an excellent 
throwing arm, if Lapann can stay 
healthy, Wayne’s fortunes in their 
new home should be just fine. 

Along with Lappan in the back- 
field, Carter has a sophomore who 
will be starting as a running back. 
Tyrell Ford, a rugged running back, 
scored 28 touchdowns in leading the 
junior varsity team to a 5-4 record. 
He’s 5-11, 204 pounds and is consid¬ 
ered one of the best all-around ath¬ 
letes in the area this year. 

‘Tyrell also ran track for us and 
he is a strong, young dedicated ath¬ 
lete,” says Carter 

Also, even though Wayne will 
miss running back Darian Mitchell, 
who was the major threat the Zebras 
had in the backfield a year ago, the 
Zebras should make up for Mitchell’s 
loss with a pair of outstanding tal¬ 
ents. Senior fullback Andrew Parks, 
who is 6-3,240 pounds and who was 
two-year starter a year ago, and ju¬ 
nior T. J. Dilliard , a 5-11, 185-pound 
tailback, have the experience and 
the credentials to compete in any 
league 

Brad Wilson, who is coming up 
from junior varsity and is bringing his 
6-2,176 pounds of muscle with him, 
and Delano Boles, who is a standout 
on defense, will alternate in the back- 
field. 

Wayne’s offensive line was dis¬ 
seminated by graduation. But 
Carter believes that in the group of 
49 who reported to camp on Mon¬ 
day there is enough talent to shore 
up the holes. Retumingtooneofthe 
tackles’ spots is Lance Richs, a se¬ 
nior who checks in at 6-1, 242 
pounds, and at guard is three-year 
letterwinner, Mike Porta, who is a 
strong 5-10, 229-pounds.two-way 
performer.
